and one of the shortest since 
World War II. 


Missing Girl 
Found Hanged 
In Santa Rosa 


SANTA ROSA (UPI)—Blood­ 
hounds today found the body 
of Donna Reinhold, 18. hanging 
from a tree in a wooded area 
about seven miles west of here. 
The girl also had shot herself 
in the temple with a .22 caliber 
pistol.

Begin Talks 
In White House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan flew back to Washington 
from Indiana today for the 
start of informal talks with 
President Eisenhower. 
The Eisenhower - Macmillan 
White House talks embraced 
subjects from cold war summit 
negotiations to relations with 
the new de Gaulle government 
in France. 
ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 
Informants said special em­ 
phasis would be placed on eco­ 
nomic problems. 
Before today’s meetings be­ 
gan, the President conferred 
with retiring Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss of the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission. In preparation 
for the three-day Eisenhower- 
Macmillan talks, Strauss and 
other United States officials 
have been meeting since last 
week with Sir Edwin Plowden, 
head of the British Atomic pro­ 
gram, on sharing of atomic 
weapons information and a pos­ 
sible nuclear test ban. 
HOME IN INDIANA 
Macmillan arrived in Wash­ 
ington Saturday but remained 
only overnight and then flew 
back to Indiana, the home state 
of his American mother. Yes­ 
terday he addressed the gradu­ 
ating class at De Pauw Univer­ 
sity at Greencastle, Ind., and 
received an honorary doctor of 
laws degree. 
In his commencement ad­ 
dress, the British Prime Min­ 
ister appealed to free nations 
to work as closely together in 
political and economic matters 
as they have in developing a 
common defense against com­ 
munism. 
“I believe that if we can de­ 
velop it further in the political 
field and in economic matters, 
then the cohesion of the free 
world will be so strong, its at­ 
tractions so great, ‘that the 
threat to our way of life will 
decline over the years.”

Gen. Hum berto Delgado, the 
fiery opposition candidate who 
said he would fire Salazar and 
appoint a m ilitary government 
to conduct free parliam entary 
elections, never had any real 
chance of winning. 
Only Tomas’ name was print­ 
ed on the ballots given the na­ 
tion's 1,200.000 voters. 
If a 
voter wanted to cast the ballot 
for Delgado, he had to write 
in the general’s name.

Kurochkin, third secretary of 
the Soviet Embassy, expelled 
on grounds he tried unsuccess­ 
fully to get Beaumet to provide 
him with classified Army train­ 
ing manuals. 
Russian Ambassador Mikhail 
Menshikov said yesterday Ku­ 
rochkin had denied the charges 
and “I have no reason not to 
believe him .” 
Interviewed on a television 
program, the am bassador de­ 
clared Russia has a “state pro­ 
hibition” against its diplomats 
or other citizens engaging in 
any 
“i m p r o p e r 
contacts” 
abroad. 
However, other Soviet sour­ 
ces said Kurochkin would de­ 
part for Moscow within a few 
days. 


Turkish g r o u p s on Cyprus, 
well-informed sources in Paris 
said. 
The sources said the council 
might discuss the problem to­ 
morrow when it holds its week­ 
ly strategy review. 
The British Foreign Office in 
London said its ambassador to 
Ankara had appealed to Turkey 
to “exercise its influence to in­ 
sure calm and restraint” on the 
eastern M editerranean island. 
The new violence came at a 
time when the British were 
about to offer a compromise 
plan to quiet the embattled col­ 
ony. Informed sources in 'Lon­ 
don said the plan would pro­ 
pose a wide measure of self- 
rule in which Greeks and Turks 
would cooperate. 
Four Greek Cypriots were 
killed in rioting touched off by 
the bombing Saturday night of 
the Turkish consulate’s infor­ 
mation office in Nicosia. Sev­ 
eral persons were wounded, in­ 
cluding two members of the 
British Security Forces. 
The bomb injured no one 
and caused little damage. The 
bomb throw er escaped but the 
Turks, certain he was a Greek, 
immediately 
began 
attacking 
Greeks in the consulate area. 
Trouble q u i c k l y spread 
throughout the island. By early 
today the British had placed 
every large town on the island, 
except Limassol, under curfew. 
Barbed wire barricades separat­ 
ed the Greek and Turkish com­ 
munities iu Famagusta and Nic­ 
osia. At dawn the only persons 
on the streets were Stengun- 
carrying British troops.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Meetings Today May Put 
New Light On Atom Tests 


Today may be an historic day for the 
nuclear future of the West and the 
world. 
Two series of meetings beginning to­ 
day will have a direct influence on the 
U.S. policy regarding suspension of nu­ 
clear tests. 
The subject is believed to be an im­ 
portant item on the agenda for Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's meeting with Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan. It is logical 
to assume that any possible U S.-Soviet 
agreement on an atomic tests ban 
would have to cover Britain as well. 


Alto today. United Nations scientists 
from 15 nations open another series of 
meetings on the effects of nuclear radi­ 
ation. The group is scheduled to publish 
its report on July 1. So far there has 
been no indication it will recommend 
suspension of nuclear tests, although it 
might. 
There have been definite indications 
that this country's policy on test bans is 
not inflexibly set. Major one is that two 
of the three scientists named to repre­ 
sent us at these talks are known to favor 
test suspension. They are Dr. James B 
Fisk of Bell Telephone Laboratories and 
Dr. Robert F. Bacher of Cal Tech. 
The third member is Dr. Ernest 0. 
Lawrence, Nobel prize-winning scien­ 


tist. a leading advocate of continuing 
nuclear tests until a bomb can be devel­ 
oped entirely free of radioactive fallout. 
This selection was an indication, 
too, that Atomic Energy Commission 
chairman Lewis L. Strauss was on 
the w ay out. His term expires June 30. 
He claims the President has offered him 
reappointment. 
But 
Strauss 
wanted 
Dr. 
Edward 
Teller, father of the H-bomb, who has 
warned Russia can continue bomb-test­ 
ing without detection, as one member 
of the committee. As third scientist, he 
favored Dr. W. F. Libby, another op­ 
ponent of test suspension. Strauss didn't 
fare well on the appointments. Then 
Thursday the White House announced 
Strauss had decided to leave the job. 
The United States is conducting tests 
right now in the South Pacific. Our fall­ 
out monitoring system here is telling us 
that we are receiving fallout, not of 
dangerous proportions, but an increase 
over normal radiations. We want to 
know* all there is to know about this 
without getting hysterical about it. 
We hope that the Monday meetings 
wall be the prelude to a program of pub­ 
lic information explaining all there is 
to knowT about fallout and its effects, 
as well as our policy on atomic tests and 
why we adopted it.

Smog District Has 
Too Much Power 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
Mr. Linsky’s letter in your 
column May 24 refers to “the 
local fire chief’’ as a pivot 
man for both types of open 
burning control—for fire haz­ 
ard as well as for air pollu­ 
tion. 
As an interested taxpayer, 
I protest this assumed respon­ 
sibility that Mr. Linsky is plac­ 
ing on our fire chief. Though 
this problem encompasses the 
fire service in six counties, 
reference is made here to our 
own district. 
The Novato Fire District 
consists of seme 75 square 
miles and is maintained by 
the 
taxpayers 
w i t h i n its 
boundaries. 
It 
is 
adminis­ 
tered by a Board of Fire Com­ 
missioners elected by the tax­ 
payers. The problems of fire 
prevention and fire suppres­ 
sion are the reasons for its 
existence, and these duties 
are 
delegated 
to our fire 
chief. The Bay Area Air Pol­ 
lution District is the result 
of six bay area c o u n t i e s 
adopting state legislation for 
the control of smog. It is sup­ 
ported by a tax levy of all tax­ 
payers within its boundaries, 
and nothing in its regulations 
tie it in with our fire district. 
Why then, is it assumed by 
Mr. Linsky that our chief and 
his men are to be expected 
to do duties delegated to an 
entirely self sustained dis­ 
trict? 
This “foot in the the door-’ 
policy should not be unno­ 
ticed, as it can not be stopped 
if left to grow. Confusion and 
conflict with their appointed 
duties of fire prevention and 
suppression is already notice­ 
able under the Air Pollution 
Districts Regulation No. 1. 
Bureaucratic control of a nat- 
u r a l phenomenon, already 
operating on a half million 
dollar budget, will certainly 
be able to come up with some 
real dandy regulations in the 
future. 
The entry of Marin County 
into the Air Pollution District 
wfas a noiseless one. There is 
no way out. JFifty per cent of 
the voters of all six counties 
have to vote any one county 
out.) 
The following quotes 
from your paper Wednesday, 
May 28, describe briefly the 
predicament we now’ find our­ 
selves in: 
“Assemblyman Richard H. 
McCollister will not spearhead 
a drive to remove Marin from 
the District without an offi­ 
cial expression by the Board 
of Supervisors.” “Supervisor 
Gnoss states, “It’s too bad, but 
it’s there, and maybe some 
day we can get out of it.’ ” 


Supervisor Fusselman, who 
has the answer to the whole 
problem in one paragraph of 
this article, stated, in answer 
to as how Marin got into the 
district, “We were just sucked 
in on it, that’s all.” 
McCollister did not support 
legislation for either Los An­ 
geles or Bay Area smog con­ 
trol. 
In short, Mr. Linsky, 
from the inception of the dis­ 


trict, has failed to investigate 
local problems and conditions 
for possible controlled and 
regulated methods of burning 
in general. The money spent 
to establish a library on smog 
problems could have set up 
a 
v e r y 
effective 
burning 
weather control system. 


Now to the cost. We have 
already had an increase in 
garbage rates, due to longer 
hauling and expensive filling 
of a new dump in the marsh­ 
land. where nothing rots anv- 
. way, and water lays but a few 
feet under the surface. In­ 
dustry is expected to spend 
thousands on “smokeless” in­ 
cinerators to burn their car­ 
tons. etc., until no longer al­ 
lowed to do so. Hidden costs 
due to elimination of an ag­ 
gressive, all year round fire 
prevention program carried 
on by our chief w?ill be mani­ 
fold. 
Note the extensive railroad 
right-of-way burning program 
which the NWP has consist­ 
ently been doing, eliminating 
many nuisance calls; state 
crews along our highways and 
county crews along the back 
roads do the same, but for 
how long? 


Subdividers must now pile 
their brush or dispose of it 
by some expensive means. 
We can expect an increase in 
roadside dumping, which in­ 
cludes all kinds of combus­ 
tibles, even hot ashes. 


Yes, we can look forward 
to bigger and better fires, loss 
of w a t e r s h e d , more men 
hired, more equipment bought 
to offset the wear and tear 
by added calls. Even the poor 
old taxpayer will soon be told 
he can not burn that lot off 
or the w’eeds a r o u n d his 
house, the accumulated pa­ 
pers, etc., all part of prevent­ 
ing the very thing Mr. Linsky 
does not want—smoke. 


In closing, it may be said 
that there is no argument 
w’ith the desire of the people 
to breathe clean air any more 
than we desire pure water to 
drink. It could be done eco­ 
nomically and practically with 
little hardship on any of us,

as Mr. Fusselman suggested— 
by advance information on at­ 
mospheric conditions and per­ 
mit 
controlled 
agricultural 
burning on c e r t a i n days. 
Little boats go to sea every 
day, but when a storm is pre­ 
dicted, 
storm 
warnings go 
out and they stay home. 
WTe in this county could 
sure use some of this type of 
cooperation instead of a one 
man control, one thumb on 
the taxpayer and the other 
getting deeper in his pocket. 
For sure, Mr. Linsky has 
done an excellent job here 
since his arrival from Detroit. 
1 hope he stays around a few 
more years and enjoys the 
consequences of this effort 
to clear the air.

mouth directly into the lungs 
of an unconscious victim.
